JAPAN, 

YOKOHAMA, 

Dates are to the 15th February. The London mail of the 
10th December arrived out on the 7th February. 














All attempts at obtaining the introduction of a system of 
local self-government for the Settlement, appear at the moment 
to be fruitless. The community, ina public meeting specially 
convened by the Consuls for the consideration of the subject, 
having resolved upon the election of land-renters under a system 
of double election, embracing both national and property quali- 
fication, for the double purpose of deciding upon the 
best method of forming a Municipal Committee and 
of electing that Committee if they agreed upon the 
premises—and these elections having been carried out, so 
far as the English, French, Dutch, Swiss, and Portuguese 
were concerned, under the direct action of their respective 
Consula—all appeared to be in a fair way of coming to a 
satisfactory conclusion when, at their first meeting, all such 
hopes were dashed away on finding that no American delegate 
had been eppointed. In the stead thereof the United States 
Consul, Mr. G. S. Fisher, made an attempt to force upon the 
community a portion of a pet scheme of his own. This at- 
tempt was, in a dignified and positive manner, repudiated by 
the delegates assembled, who resolved that the following letter 
should be addressed and forwarded by the chairman to Colonel 
George S. Fisher; and which was then written and forwarded 


to him;— 
“ Yokohama, 6th February, 1865. 

“ Sre,—I am in receipt of your farour of to-day’s date informing the 
delegates of the different nationalities assembled at this moment in the 
British Consulate Court-room, that J. 8.

Mr. Piquet was then authorised to act as convenor of the 
delegates in the event of any circumstances appearing 
to him to render further meeting useful or desirable, and 
the meeting broke up.. There was some hope,. however,

‘v. | withdraw his obstruction of a great public scheme universally 


concurred in by all his colleagues and the entire community,— 
in which obstruction he stands out alone and unsupported. In 
the meantime (remarks the Japan Herald) the Japanese, who 
have, on the condition of the foreigners repairing and keeping 
their Settlement in order, given up twenty per cent. of - 
the ground rentals to bave been and to be received 
by them, look on with wondering eyes whilst we wade actually 
and literally ankle deep in mud through our main street, or 
make a detour of perhaps a quarter of a mile from a direct 
course to get from one part of the Settlement to the other; 
and they are naturally puzzled as to what could be the purpose 
in releasing them from their understood obligation to keep our 
roads, &c., in proper order, whilst the money given up by them 
to our Consuls for the purpose remains unapplied in their 
cheats, 

A public meeting of British land-renters had been sum- 
moned for the 16th of February, at the British Consulate. 
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x A 
A vast improvement in the local postage arrangements, 0 
far as the French post-office is concerned, has been effected by 
the institution of a system of late postings. Letters, &c., are 
now received at that office (on the payment of a trifling fee) 
up to an hour and a-balf of the actual departure of the mail 
boat. The British post-office, however, closes finally at half- 
past four on the previous day, or seventeen hours before the 
departure of the mail Our local contemporary observes on 
this :— 

‘There is no denying the fact tht in al im wements which have been 
effected in the local postal arrangements, the French authorities are fairly 
entitled to the honour of having taken the lead. At the British post- 
office our letters were formerly pitched out of the window for a general 
and indiscriminate scramble amongst the sssombled crowd. The French 
Packet Agent commenced the proper sorting of them in his office, and the 
delivery to the owners or their messengers. In afew weeks the British Packet 
‘Agent followed the example, Next, the Freach Packet Axent fited up = se- 
Ties of boxes and racks for the benefit of those desiring the accommodation, 
‘and shortly afterwards (though we had onl; int been told that the Post. 
office business being only by the sufferance of H.B.Bs Consul eondocted in 
a room atthe British Consulate,no alterations could be permitted )aome forty 
letter- boxes were fitted up and disposed of at $10 per annum each. Four 
‘months we alluded to the fact that although the mails never left bere 
before 9 o'clock inthe morning, even those who were willing to pay for the 
accommodation of a late pastage could not obtain it, but must post all their 
correspondence before 4 o'clock on the preceding afternoon, or 17 hours 
previous to departure, Daring this four months no inclination has been 


shown, so far asthe public are aware, by the British Paoket Agent to 
correct this anomalous state of affairs; but now once again the French 
Packet Agent shows the way, leads off with ove of the greatest possible 


improvements, and receives letters, &c., up to within an hour and a-half 
of the departure of the mail. We can only hope that in this, as in the 
former instance, his lead will be followed. 

The Yokohama Volunteer Corps is near actual dissolution- 
‘The general yearly meeting of the members was held on the 
26th January, at tho residence of the Commandant, 8. J. Gower, 
Esq. The Treasurer, E. J. Spence, Esq., brought up the 
accounts, showing a considerable balance in favour of the corps. 
Commandant Gower then tendered his resignation of that 
office, which, after a very unanimous and flattering acknowledg- 
ment of his services, was accepted. Captain W. C. Clarke 
tendered the resignation of his Captaincy: a like flattering 
compliment upon his services to the corps having been voted by 
acclamation, the resignation was accepted. A discussion then 
ensued upon the questioa of the dissolution of the corps, 
resulting, however, only in the appointment of a committee to 
realize the assets, to confer with the authorities as to the terms 
upon which present members might be allowed to retain the 
arms now in their possession, and tp report sgain to another 
meeting. 

The -case of the Comptoir d’Escompte (Shanghai) ». J. 
Rumebe, had been tried before the American Consul, with 
Messrs. Blydenburgh and Stearns sitting as assessors. This 
was an action to recover principal and interest of five promis- 
sory notes of $1,000 each, lying under protest. The plaintiffs 
put in the notes in dispute (service and protest of which 
were admitted by the defendant), which were duly endorsed by 
and the payees, Messrs. De Forest and Co., of Shanghai, to plaintiffs, 
and asked judgment for amount and costs. The defendant pleaded 
fraud in the original transaction for which the notes were given ; 
to-wit, for merchandise sold to defendant by Messrs. De Forest 
and Co., and which was overcharged in the invoice. The de- 
fendant claimed that he was a partner of Messrs, De Forest and 
Co., doing business for them at Yokohama, and under his 
partuership agreement was entitled to receive from Messrs. De 
Forest and Co. all merchandise forwarded by them to 
him for sale at the cost price. For their failure to 
keep this agreement he refused payment of the notes with- 
out set-off was allowed. He further claimed that the five notes 
were still actually in the hands of the original payees, and not of 
the plaintiffs in this suit, and that he had given notice in the 
papers in June last of his refusal to meet the notes when due 
‘The Court decided, that as to the three notes due respectively 
July, August, and September, judgment muat be given for the 
plaintiffs, as the evidence, especially that of Mr. Morel, mana- 
ger of the Comptoir d’Escompte, clearly established that they 
were passed into third hands for consideration prior to Mr. 
Rumebe’s notice, and no defence to their payment could be 
had. As to the remaining two notes it appeared that they had 
passed into the plaintifi’s hands after notice of refusal to pay, 
and although the defendant had failed to establish a fraud as 
alleged, he had shown such indication of possible fraud in the 
agreement between Messrs. De Forest and Co. and the defend- 
ant, that the Court would allow him three months to offer 
additional evidence ; failing which judgment would be given 
for plaintiffs on the October and November notes also. 





A Jate visitor to Yedo relates that on his way to the Tycoon’s 
palace there he passed the site Choshiu’s gasigi, covering some 
seven or eight acres of ground. “Destruction could not be 
more complete, a few trees being alone left standing. Héaps of 
stone and mortar, and charred timbers proclaimed to all Yodo 
the disgrace of this unfortunate Prince. The long live of front 
wall had been entirely demolished and replaced by rough-made 
poling, On the inside of the rear wall, near the exit, broad 
streaks and dabs of blood marked the spot where the ad- 
herents of Choshiu had made a last vain appeal to their 
merciless executioners. Three hundred men, women, and 
children were slaughtered here, What the Japanese 
at Yedo thought of the matter it is difficult to ascertain ; at 
all events our escort declined being pumped on the subject : 
they were civil and smiling, but silent. It is known, however, 
to all Japanese that Choshin did contend with foreigners at 
Simonoseki, and that the severe punishment he got at Yedo 
had some connection with it. Is not the inference favourable 
to foreigners 1” ; 

The Yokohama public had been gratified by two theatrical 
representations—one given by the Royal Artillery amateors, 
and the other by the Garrison amateurs ; and the former were 
about to give another performance for the benefit of Madame 
Yeamans. Tho pieces played were “ Robert Macaire,” “Dia- 
mond Cut Diamond,” “ Furnished Apartments,” and “ The 
Spanking Legacy.” The band of the 20th Foot acts as or- 
chestra on these occasions ; and a little drop-scene, painted by 
‘an officer of that regiment, is very highly spoken of. It repre- 
sents the view on the creek from a short distance above Homura, 
with Fusiyama and the range of hills in the distance, as they 
appear at present with “‘ their summits clad in snow.” 

‘The list of men-of-war in harbour was showing repid dimi- 
nution. The British Admiral’s flagship Zuryalue, the Cogustte, 
and the Coromandel, and his Netherlands Majesty's ship 
Djambi had all left. The arrival of the Barowa and Rattler 
helped, however, somewhat to fill the void. 


SHANGHAL 

The North China Daily News states that H. E. Tseng, 
Governor-General of the two Kiang, has been invited to Pe- 
king, and will leave Nanking during the first week in March. 
It is said that his Excellency has lately been fortunate enough 
to discover 1,000,000 taels of silver hidden in Nanking, but 
whether or not this has had anything to do with the invitation 
from the Court, we are not in a position to decide. 

The Fychow giant has postponed his trip to England and 
the Continent for an indefinite period. 

In our last number we noticed the eccident by which Messrs. 
Nicholson and Smeaton lost their lives. The following is a de- 
tailed account of the affair from the Friend of China :— 

“We have seldom seen adarger attendance in tho British 
Cemetery here than there was on Sunday at the funeral of Mr. 
Nicholson, of the firm of Nicholson and Boyd, Engineers at 
Pootung. Mr. Nicholson, whose first voyage to China was as 
third engineer in Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.'s steamer 
Fiery Cross, ten or eleven years ago, was only thirty-three years 
of age when he came to an ultimately end by the blowing up of 
the small steamer Spunkic last week,—and, most correct, 


' systematic and energetic in his dealings, was deservedly popular 


among men of his class. His loss to the firm which he 
managed must be irreparable. 

“The contemptible craft in which Mr. Nicholson received his 
death-stroke is the property of Messrs. Jarvie, Thorburn and 
Co., of this port, and was intended, when first put up here by 
the defunct engineering firm of Russell and Co, for = cargo 
barge, worked by engines made in Scotland of nominally tweaty- 
horse power. ‘There was something the matter with the gear 
of the engines which it was thought Mr. Nicholson or his as- 
sistants might find out and rectify, and so enable the vessel to 
perform feats in travelling a trifle faster than those of a snail ; 
and when they started on @ trial trip last Thursday it was 
thought that success had been attained. 

“They had been under weigh about eleven minutes only, the 
gauge showing a full complement of water, and were progressing 
quite spunkily for the Spunkie, under a pressure of 59 pounds 
(she could have been worked up to seventy) when, as is con- 
jectured, some sediment in the cylinder forced the bottom 
out, killed Mr. Smeaton, formerly engineer of the Fei-mia, out- 
right, and so severely scalded Mr. Nicholson that, after lingering 
in great pain till half-past two on Saturday morning, he expired, 
to the great regret of all who knew him. 
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“ At the time of the catastrophe he was looking over the stern | Jno. Martin 


at the rotation of the propeller, to which his attention had 
only 8 few seconds before been drawn by his assistant, Mr. 
Rolls ; and lucky was it for Mr. Rolls that, by so calling Mr. 
Nicholson to him, he was partially shielded from the volume of 
stream driven from the fractured machins, Although severely 
Boalded and forced overboard, Mr. Rolls has got so far well as to 
be able to attend at the British Consulate and give his evidence 
before the Court sitting to investigate the circumstances of the 
accident, the most mysterious perhaps that ever occurred on 
this somewhat renowned river of steamboat explosions, and en- 
tirely upsetting the dictum which we heard poor Nicholson lay 
down on board the Donnington the other day, that so long as 
the steam-gauge shows a sufficiency of water in the boiler there 
is little fear of a blow up without previous warning ; the re- 
mark being drawn from him in connection with a reference to 
the then recent bursting of the General Ward.”

COCHIN CHINA, 
SAIGON. 

The export of rice, from Saigon to China alone, for the year 
1864, amounted to no less than 1,121,034 piculs. This isa 
very large amount, and (remarks the Penang Gazette) illustrates 
how rapidly the French settlement there is progressing. There 
is no doubt that this trade will yearly increase and be of 
immense importance, considering its vicinity to China. The 
year 1865 will, however, not prove nearly so prosperous, owing 
to the late commencement and short duration of the rainy 
season, and also to the fact of several storms having ocourred 
during the earlier part of December, 1864, which are supposed 
to have somewhat affected the then standing orop. Supplies 
have, in consequence, been latelyshort, and dealers find some 
difficulty in fulfilling their engagements. Prices have risen, and 
no new contracts are being entered into. It is reported, how- 
ever, that the crop, on the whole, promises to yield nearly an 
average quantity of rice. . 

The Siam Times also speaks well of the prospects of Saigon. 
It says|:— After many blunders it nesma that the Frepoh bave 
really taken holdin earnest to build up}ja city at Saigon, aud 
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sre determined to make it rival Singspore and Hong Kong. 
‘They bave an immense rich productive back country, inter- 
sected by a great river and some smaller streams, to support 
thom in their undertaking. We hear that Saigon has b2en laid 
out by French engineers for a great commercial emporium, and 
has been drained to remove the malaria, and is growing into a 
large healthy town. Afriend of ours who recontly visited the 
place states that the right course has been hit upon at last, 
aud they are now pursuing a course to conciliate the natives 
and draw them into their territory.” . 

A correspondent of the Straits Times complaius of the French 
contract system. He writes:— 

8re,—On the Srd of April tenders will be received in Saigon for siup- 
plying 40,000 casks of flour during 1866 and 1867. There are about 18 
fo 20 articles in the ‘cahier des "some of which are certainly 
rather extraordinary. Here isan exas « Every disagreement relative 
to the execution or interpretation of the contract will be juiged by the 
governor without appeal. Tie‘ contractor must agree to submit to such 
terms.” The Governor, judge and perty, without appeal, in spite of 
regular tribunals who are acting in the y and in Frans is 
stronger ism than in the mother country, for any ad: tration 
contract is there submitted to an appeal to the “Consul d’Ktat.” le 
shows the spirit of the present adminstration.

BANKOK. 

The oil discoveries in the United States having attracted the 
attention of his Majesty the Supreme King, he has invited ex- 
plorers to traverse his country to'see if oil cannot be found in 
Siam. Hie Majesty. appears to be of opinion that for the 
present his domivious are more likely to benefit by developing 
their productiveness in any way whatever, more than from the 
introduction of railways or the telegraphic wire. It is known 
that his Majesty writes English, and as our readers may be 
curious to see how far an Oriental Prince has mastered the 
difficulties of the English idiom, we subjoin a portion of the 
letter he addressed on the subject to our new contemporary, 
the Baxgkok Recorder, for it must not be forgotten that 
the capital of Siam now boasts of two English papers :— 

“T shall be glad, however, to have any person who may examine our 
land, and point out where some mineral, oil would be obtainable from, 
either in like manner of the American oil or of the usual Berman mineral 
oil. It will be good production of our land. I think such the consider- 
ation and endeavouring is suitable for us who are very far from use of 
telegraph or railway, which endeavour no doubt ‘might be liable 
to be favour to thieves, or metallic wires and iron bars, and 
long stones, &o., before use of telegraph and railroad.

Banx or Inpia, Avstaatta, AND Curna v. 
GLapstong.—This was an ex parte application by the Chartered Bank 
of India, which carries on an extensive banking business in the Eastern 
possessions of Great Britain, and related to the rival claims of the defend- 
‘ants to certain shares in the bank. Previously to October, 1864, John 
Gladstone, a merchant in the City of London, was the registered holder 
of fifty such shares, of the value of upwards of £1,500. In the course of 
that month be executed an irregular and informal instrument, purporting 
to transfer the shares to his son, the defendaat, Jobn Hall Gladstone, for 
the nominal cons‘deration of five shillings. The bank, however, refused 
to register the transfer, partly because of the informality, and partly be- 
cause the company had a lien on the shares for a debt due from Jobn 
Gladstone the father. The debt was, however, satisfies November, 
bat on the very day on which it was paid John Gladstone judi 
dankrupt. His assignees in benkruptey thereupon set up 
sbares; and the bank, being thus subject to two conflicting demands, 
sought to relieve itself from them by an interpleader suit, in which the 
assignees on the one hand and the transferee on the other were called 
upon to settle and adjust their claims between themselves, John Hall 
Gladstone having commenced an action for a mandamus against the bank 
to compel a transfer of the shares, the present application was made to 
stay his proceedings at law. The Vice-Chancellor granted an interim 
order accordingly, upon the usval undertaking by the manager of the 
eomnpeny to be answerable for any damages which might be occasioned by 
such order. 

Tue Tarinos and THE Brsre.—A letter, written by an “ Anglo 
Taiping,” has appeared in some of the English papers, strongly advising 
the recognition of the Taipings by England, and condemning those who 
prefer “the Buddhism, tryanny, and hatred of the Manchoo.” He declares 
that the Taipings would Christianise China, and writes :—“ I have often 
seen grat bale ofthe nemly-printed Bibles packed up in the late Taiping 
capital, Nanking, and sent off to the country for distribution. The Tien- 
wang (Taiping King) employed upwards of 400 men printing the Bible, 
and more 000 copies were regularly turned out every week. 
Nanking, through’ British interference, bas been captured by tbe Im- 

rialist, and. the printing and circulation (or even posession of the 
itle by a Chinaman) bas been annihilated; therefore, I maintain, if 
any sincerity or Christian feeling induces the people of England to send 
so many missionaries to China, a very little of the same motive might 
cause them to at least endeavour to make the poor Chinese some recom- 
pense for what the wicked policy of our Government has destroyed. An 
opportunity now offers iteelf, and if the People do not take advantage of 
it, their silence my be taken for approval of the conduct of their Govern- 
ment towards the Taipings.” 

ApminaL MeysgLt.—Admiral Henry Meynell died at Paris on the 
Ist inst. after a short illness. The deceased entered the Navy in June, 
1803, He was actively employed during the first seven years he was in 
the service in the Mediterranean and home stations, and he afterwards 
sailed as lieutenant of the Theban with a convoy for the East Indies 
and China. He was appointed Acting Corum: of the Arrogant, at 
Bombay, in 18)3; an August the same year promoted to be Com- 
mander of the Cornwallis. He subsequently in 1815 became acting 
Captain of the Newcastle, bearing the flag of Sir Pulteney Malcolm at 
St. Helene. Admiral Meynell was in the Spring of 1820 appoiated 
Gentleman Usher to George IV., which office be held until the King’s 
death, He alsoheld the same post for a short time in the household of 
William IV.; and forsome years, up to April, 1845, he was one of the 
Grooms in Waiting to Her Majesty the Queen. He represented the 
borough of Lisburn in the House of Commons from 1826 uatil 1847. 
His commissions bore date as follows :—Lieut., 8th of November, 1809 ; 
Commander, 24th of August, 1813; Capt., 10th of April, 1816; Rear- 
Admiral (reserved), 29th of April, 1851; Vico-Admiral, Oth of July, 
1857; and Admiral, 4th of October, 1968.

THE PRINCE NAGATO. 

Ir will be observed that the present mail gives no confirma- 
tion of the report that a fleet of steamers under the Trooon’s flag 
hhad formed a rendezvous in the Samuda Sea, with the purpose 
of attacking Nagato. Had such an intention been entertained, 
it must have led to such representations on the part of the 
Foreign Ministers as would cause its abandonment; at 
the same time it would serve as an affective and 
harmless demonstration. It savours of barbarism not to 
be satisfied with any triumph not accompanied with the 
gratification of a bloodthirsty revenge. If we cannot edu- 
cate the Japanese into an appreciation of the amenities of 
civilization, we have attained a position and an influence that 
will henceforward, it is to be hoped, allow of our controlling any 
such wayward and despotic acts. Unquestiouably it isa high 
gratification for the Trcoon’s Government to find the maritime 
Daimios, who were wavering in their allegiance, so decidedly 
ready to take its part now that its fortunes are in the as- 
cendant ; but as this is solely owing to the foreign aid 
on which it counts, it is ours to watch that {the influence 
thus given and acquired shall not be perverted to any barbaric 
purpose. ‘Triumph enough has been secured, so far as tho 
consolidation of the power of the Txooon’s Government is 
concerned, in our having sought its permission to open, 
trade relations with Simonoseki and other ports; though 
indeed, with the threat of seeking them out for our 
selves, were such permission not granted. The hosti 
lities of Nagato and Choshiu have thrown a serviceable 
light on the causes that were at work to bring about that dis- 
astrous political disintegration which, without undue isterven- 
tion, we have heppily averted. The question of the ascen 
dency of the rebel Princes was manifestly to be doter- 
mined by the relative value of their territorial position- 
commanding, as they did, the key to “the valley 
of deep waters,” so long as. they could effectively bar its 
entrance—opening and no man shutting, shutting and no man 
opening ; for otherwise Osacca, backed by tho range of Niphon 
hills, and embayed in a region watered by deep rivers, could 
not fail to continue to assert its supremacy. Yedo has ruled 
Japan by the force of the same great natural law by which 
Rome once ruled Italy ; Osacca becoming, like the Queen of the 
Adriatic, the radiating centre of trade by land and sea. It 
is less the political constitution of the Empire than actual ter- 
ritorial advantages which have secured to the Tycoon’s Govern- 
ment the homage of Daimios near and far, just as the 
Alban, Etruscan, and other States yielded successively 
to the rule of Rome, In having dashed to pieces the 
fortresses that would have dominated over the most im- 
portant outlet of the Samuda Sea, we have not only strength- 
ened most materially the power of the Tycoon, but enforced 
on the Japanese mind the lessons taught by their traditions, 
which refer to Yedo as the seat of the Empire, and to Osacca 
as the great natural emporium of trade.

DEMAND FOR ORIENTAL WORKS OF ART IN FRANCE. 

Ten years since the Parisians generally knew nothing of 
China and Japan beyond the fact thet silk, tea, and indiau-ink, 
porcelain, fans, carved ivory, anda few other pretty things 
came from there. At the present moment shops for the sale 
of Chinese and other Oriental productions are to be found in 
all quarters of the capital ofthe Continent—or, as some less bash- 
ful please to call Paris, of the world, and one or two of these 
establishments exhibit collections which will bear comparison 
with the first in London, as regards taste, at any rate, if not 
quantity. It is the fashion in Poris, whose stone-built houses 
are not dry enough for first-class dealers to place their goods 
in until they have been erected one or two years, to let the 
unfinished shops to hucksters, who fill the bare space which 
will one day shine in all the honours of painting and gilding, 
looking-glass ond gas, with toys, tools, purses, braces, and all the 
aweepings of the greater establishments. Of late, china, screens, 
lanterns, fans, and all kinds of Chinese and Japanese wares have 
taken the place of Parisian trumpery in these temporary shops 
at the West-end of the town. A notable instance may be quoted 
at the present moment at the corner of the boulevard opposite 
the new Opera, the Grand Hotel, and the Rue de la Paix. A 
Chinese theatre or singing-hall has just been built in one of 
the new boulevards in the vicinity of the Northern Railway 
Station, and there are numberless other proofs of the rage for 
things Chinese and Japanese in artistic Paris. 

One of the strongest of these proofs is the price that such 
objects fetch at the public sales, where they are to be found 
largely and constantly, The Potrrates’ collection of pic 
tures, sculpture, and other works of art, one of the finest 
private collections in the world, hes just been dispersed, and 
has yielded between four and five millions of francs to 
the family purse, which is said to be already lined with 
about eight times that amount. Some few of the gems of 
this famous collection have been purchased for the National 
Gallery and the British Museum. Amongst others a glorious 
head, of no matter who—Apollo, some people call it in the 
highest style of Greek art,and two large portraits by RempRanvr, 
which will almost throw into shade those already in our gal- 
lery. Amongst the treasures of the PouRTaLEs family were 
some choice Oriental works, most of which fetched high prices. 
‘A small Mandarin’s sceptre in rock crystal fetched, converting 
francs into pounds sterling and omitting odd shillings, £16. 
An agate tozza, about five inches in diameter, and less than two 
inches high, the outline being divided into eight curves, fetched 
nearly £77. Another Oriental cup and cover, but mounted in 
gilt work of the time of Louis XVI, £92. A green jade 
cup or tazza, about six inches in diameter, the exterior worked 
in forty-four curves, and décorated with bands of foliage, £63 + 
a cup and cover iu light-green jade, about the same height and 
diameter as the preceding, worked in twelve panels, and having 
fine cone handles and decorations worked out of the solid, £80 ; 
a smaller cup in dark jade but without cover, oval in form and 
divided into four lobes, with dragon handle, the exterior and 
handle ornamented with arabesques encrusted with gold, and 
the interior with eight arabesques painted in gold, of ancient 
workmanship, £84 ; a travelling or dressing case, in fine lao- 
quer, containing a box in four compartments, a tray and a 
water-bottle, the corner-pieces and the bottle being in the form 
of .the bamboo, richly ornamented on a gold ground, £56 5 
lacquer box in three stages, one of the divisions containing 
two smaller ones, £8 ; another in lozenge form, containing a 
plateau and four small boxes, £14; two large lacquer bowls 
with covers and stands, festooned with black and gold, and 
decorated with birds and flowers, £130; lacquer vase with 
two handles, black and gold, £20; tea caddy, in the form of s 
double peach, old Japanese lacquer, black, with gold figures in 
relief and mother-o’-pearl, inside two small China jars with 
covers mounted in gilt bronze, £17; square box on feet, con= 
taining plateau and five small boxes, £10; quatrefoil shaped. 
box in fine lacquer, the cover decorated with a group of 
six persons playing at a game like blindman’s-buff, £20; 
small Chinese bronze vase, in form of two bottles, £8 ; 
small Chinese idol, in fine bronze, £6; perfume burner, of 
square form, on four feet, the cover decorated with 2 dragon, 
Chinese bronze, £9 ; vase of Tonquin bronze, in form of fountain, 
with three taps, two handles, and three feet, decorated with 
medallions in relief and gilt, £29 ; two porcelain vases, form of 
bamboos, decorated with animals and marine plants in relief on | 
yellow Nanking ground, mounted in gilt bronze, £50; large 
China dish, jasper red ground, decorated with a cock and- 
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enamelled flowers, £17 ; two cups with handles and a salver, 
mounted in silver, £14; two China bowls, with the Imperial 
dragon on a violet ground, very old, £5 ; four curs and saucers 
in the form of flowers, £7; China bowl, with flowers outside 
and bats insido on a yellow ground, £5; two apes seated, hold- 
ing fruit, in Chiuese enamelled earthenware, £6; tea-pot in 
red Boccaro ware, with silver gilt handle and spout, £5; paint- 
ing on glass, representing a Chinese woman with her neck un- 
covered, and another of a female holding a rose, together, £6 ; 
volume in folio, containing thirteen Chinese drawings in colours, 
£9 ; large folio volume in red morocco, containing thirty-three 
pictures’ Persian and Indian, £48 ; large bow! cloisonné enamel, 
decorated with flowers and animals, on a turquoise ground, 
£18 ; pair of spectaclo frames in gold filagree, in a richly carved 
ivory case and outer carved wood box, £16; four carved ivory 
plates, from a casket, £14. 

‘The Chinese fever is in fact very high at the present moment. 
‘The Express has re-arranged a collection at Fontainbleau, where 
a special pavilion has been erected for the purpose, and another 
at the Tuileries. More than one Ministor and official living in 
the splendid official apartments in the now Louvre has his 
Chinese museum, one of these being of 4 very récherché descrip- 
tion. The ornamentalists of Paris have produced a number of 
articles based more or Jess on Chinese art ; an immense number 
of pieces of Sevres and other porcelain are now mounted on 
carved wooden stands a la mode Chinoise ; ond there isscarcely 
a fancy dress ball given in Paris, and these occur almost every 
evening at the present season, without one lady at the least 
being present in Chinese costume, with s real Chinese dress, 
Chinese shoes—not golden lilies, however—Chinese ornaments, 
Chinese fan, and as nearly as possible Chinese coiffure. Some 
wicked wag once called the French the Chinese of Europe: 
is there really any peculiar sympathy between Jacques Bov- 
homme and John Chinaman, or is the fickle goddess Fashion 
patroness of all these Chinotseries ?

OFFENCES BY EUROPEANS IN CHINA. 
(ru8 Times.) 

The name of Culonel Sykes is not a good omen for an attempt to draw 
attention to a substantial evil. ‘That gentleman isin the habit of promul- 
gating such eccentric notions as to the virtues of the Taiping robber 
he has sometimes shown. 
ticity of the stories whic! 
not have much hope of getting a hearing for a grievance which comes 
only from the sources whence Colonel Sykes derives his information. 
Yet the question which he putto the Attorney-General on Thursday 
night is one which must, sooner or later. receive very serious considera 
tion. It is necessary that it should be thoroughly understood whether 
crimes committed by Europeans in the interior of China are or are not 
punishable, and adequately punishable, by the European authorities in 
that Empire. We have insisted upon the Chinese recognising the sacred- 
ness of European life. We will not allow a Chinese jistrate, however 
far from any consular establishment, to take cognizance of a crime com- 
mitted by a European. Whatever inay be his malpractices, if a Europea » 
brigand be a thousand miles up the country, plundering, burn- 
ing, and slaying, siill the magistrate and people of the distant 
province can do no more than overpower him by a gentle 
resistance, bind him firmly, and send him down to Shanghai. Itis true 
that poptlar feeling has sometimes proved too strong for treaty rights, 
and that European robbers in the inner waters have been put to h 
Iris also true that in extreme cases, where the offences have 
been very heinous, the mandarin have tied their captives so tightly with 
sharp strips of bamboo, and have sent them down so slowly and in such 
narrow cages, that their revenge lost little by their observance of Euro- 
pean rights, In there instances of breach of treaty, however, reclama~ 
tions were always made, and the too excitable populace or the too careful 
mandarins were always punished. It is looked upon as the most impor- 
tant birthright of every European in China that he shall not be accuuntable 
for any offence he may commit to a Chinese magistrate, His characier 
asa foreigner is an immunity from Chinese law. The question put 
by Colonel Sykes is, whether he thereby becomes absolved from all law 
nd all punishment. 

The answer of the Attorney-General is correct so far as it goes, but is 
far from satisfactory. His explanation was that “ Europeans who com- 
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it in China what would be crimes in this country, if they could be caught 
an d the facts proved against them, are amenable to the Consular authori- 
ties in China and also to the Colonial Court at Hong Kong.” No doubt 
this is 80, but probably no one in the House of Commons knew what the 
Powers and procedure of these Consular authorities are, or what is the 
uniform issue of a prosecution in the Court at Hong Kong. We know 
nothing of the case quoted by Colonel Sykes; but we do know of a case, 
and a very much stronger case, which was recounted in our columns a 
few days ago, and which is in many respects more instructive than the 

















robbery mentioned in the House of Commons. It will be remembered 
thats n, well known, as it would appear, at Shanghai, was pro- 
ceeding in his boat up the river. This river, which is not very wide, was 
crowded with market boats, and, no doubt, the was alto 


peded by the floating residences which the Chinese moor upon th 
waters. The Eoropean was in haste, as Europeans usually are; 
be would brook no delay, he fired off his fire-arms, loaded 
with ball, to give warning of his approach and to signal the 
market people to get out of the way. One woman's boat was more 
embarramiog to him than the others. Very likely the woman, with the 
stolid obstinacy of ber race, would not give way till the last moment. 
‘The European went on firing his signals. Here the evidence isa little 
doubtful. It is affirmed that the European lost his temper and fired 
directly into the boat which had angered him. Certain it is that he 
wounded the woman, and that the woman died of her wound. We will 
not believe that the man committed a ruthless murder. Enough that he 
fired recklessly close over the heads of a crowd of market people with 
intention to terrify and not to kill them. But he does kill one of them. 
Tu the eyes of every one of those Chinamen he has committed a wanton 
murder; in the judgment of the calmest Buropean he bas certainly com- 
mitted a very aggravated manslaughter. In England he would probably 
have been panished with five years’ penal servitude. What heppeus to kim 
in China, where it is all-important that the people should hare confidence 
that we act with justice? This man is, as the Attorney-General says, 
caught and the facts “proved against him.” He is summoned before 
the Consular Court at Shanghai. The Consuls, upon occasions of the 
nature, take to themselves, we believe, two assessors, who are always mer- 
chants of the plave, jand the jurisdiction is limited to imprisonment for 
twelve months. We are not informed what the proceedings were upon 
this occasion, but the result was that the man was fined $100, and sen- 
‘tenced to be deported from Shanghai. This was the Justice which the 
Chinese population got at the hands of the Europeans in Shanghai—a 
fine of S01 and a0 injuaction to go away for a time from the neigh- 
bourbood where he had made himself so obnoxious! Really it would 
seem as though there were something more than a lawyer's periphrase in 
the Atiorney-General’s expression, “ Eur whu committed in Chins 
what ‘would be crimes in this country.” There are Consuls —and we 
are glad to tay that some of them are British Consuls—who have acted 
with promptitude and severity in oases of this kind, and have put forth all 
their power, such as it is; but the case we have now quoted is a specimen 
case of the class; this is how such offences are generally heard and 
decided by Kuropean Consular authorities and their assessors. 

‘The Aitorney-Geueral, however, rightly tells us that this man might have 
been sent down to the Court of Hong Kong, where he might have been 
tried either for manslaughter or murder, and, if convicted, adequately 
Punished. This isa remedy, no doubt. A Chinese market-woman is 
‘shot, either in wantonness or in recklessness, by a European. Her own 
‘magistrates are not allowed to put the criminal, but her relatives may 
carry him before » Consul,—we have seen with what result,—or they may 
gather together the witnesses of the transaction and go with the offender 
down to Shanghai, and thence may take the next mail steamboat, if there 
should bey ‘to beroom, and steam, at costly charges, seven hundred miles 
down to Hong Kong, where they may institute a prosecution against the 
offender in the Queen's Court! ‘The ‘Attorney-General states the law as 
it is, and this is what the law is. But eren if we were to suppote this a 
case in which not a market-woman, whore wealth is all contained in a 
ming of, copper cash, but some rich Chinaman had been murdered, and 
that his relatives were determined to follow up the matter. Let us 




































pose the case to be proved at last before a Hong Kong jury. We 
there isno instance, and could be no expectation, of a full conviction. 
Some years ago the Chinese Custom-house officers attempted to stop 
2 ssiliog vessel in the Shanghai harbour which was leaving con- 
trary to the Customs’ regulations. The master fired his revolver 
into the boat and killed one of the Chinese Customs men. This 
case was carried to Hong Kong; the master was tried, the facts 
cleerly proved, and the prisoner was immediately acquitted. The jury, 
no doubt, thought they were quite right. They were members of a mer- 
cantile body resident in China, and it was very natural that nothing 
should suffice to convince them that any Chinaman, no matter under 
‘what pretence, should be allowed to interfere with a square-rigged vessel. 
Tt was, n0 doubt, their honest conviction that the master was acting in his 
right in shooting the man who would have boarded him. So they would 
probably think to-morrow ; but whether we blame them or not, it will not 
alter the facts or the practice, past or future; and, although we do not 
care to blame them, we cast much blame on the system which makes 
them the judges in such cases. We cannot believe, with Colonel Sykes, 
thatthe Chief Justice of Hong Kong has ever decided that he has no 
jurisdiction over crimes committed upon Chinese territory, but we think 
we bave shown that, practically, his jurisdiction can have very little terror 
to prerent the commission of crimes there. 

it not time, then, that our Law Officers should be able to tell us, 
not what a mocking burlesque of justice we have established in Hong 
Kong and Shanghai to cheat the Chinete with a semblance of punish- 
ment for crimes committed upon them, but rather that some plan 
really has been adopted for protecting these poor people and 
for vindicating our own good faith? There has been a gencral 
expectation for some time past that something was about 
to be done. We were told of a travelling Consular Judge, who was 
to be armed with large powers—ascheme which scems rife with diflicul- 
ties. It would be perhaps more feasible to get the Chinese Government 
to establish by its own authority a European Court for the trial of Euro- 
peans acoprding to fixed and civilised laws. Or, perhaps, the marauders 











who commit these offences outside the limits of the Treaty Ports might 
be made subject to martial law, and subject to court-martial on board the 
ship of war on the station. We have no special plan to push, or favour, 
and, indeed, we see great difficulties in forming any scheme which shall 
be effective and free from great objections ; but we owe it to ourselves to 
make some attempt to remedy the utter powerlessness tn do justice which 
the Attorney-General so naively admitted to the House of Commons on 
Thursday last. One of these homicides will rankle ia the memory of « 
Chinese province for scores of years; and if we bad no bigher motive to 
induce us to suppress them, we ought to think how expensive they are for

PROHIBITION AGAINST THE IMPORTATION OF CHINESE 
COOLIES INTO THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sm,—Her Majesty's Consul at Hawaii might be instructed to urge on 
the attention of the King the rescindingfof the existing prohibition against 
the importation into the Sandwich Islands of Chinese coolies. The 
especial use of these men would be their employment in sugar cultivation, 
for which they are fitted by their industrious and orderly babits which 
strongly contrast with the qualities of the Hawaiian natives. The ad- 
vantage derivable fromi the influx of Chinese coolies would extend beyond 
the aid thus afforded to present cultivators of sugar, leading to « larger 
investment of English capital in the business, to extenive and rapidly 
increasing orders for sui ugar machinery in Loadon,and to the supply 
of the article at a cheaper rate to the colonists of Oregon and British eo. 
lumbia. The cetensible motive to the enactment was the discouragement 
of certain evils connected with the coolie trafic, but, in reality, to shield 
the Hawaiian race from a competition that would accelerate their natural 
decay. It will be remembered that the introduction of coolies into our 
own colonies was forbidden shortly after slave emancipation, with what 
results need not be detailed. How did the Mauritius languish under 
our scruples - an island of the same size as Hawaii, and which 
produces annually $00,000 tons of sugar against its 19,000? The 
route from Shanghai to the Sandwich islands, 5,500 miles, lies 
through temperate latitudes, and the cost need mot exceed £4 per 
head, the price of cooveyance to California. It might be stipu- 
lated that the coolies should bring their wives and families, and be 
permitted to work according to their favourite contract system, each gang 
or congsee cultivating 100 acres of land to be paid for according to the 
weight of the they deliver at the miils The rights of labour no 
less than the rights of capital are arrayed against the pretensions of 
the Hawaiian King, who appears to have been far more busied in 
strengthening hi wer at the expense of the constitution than in pro- 
moting the interesis of his subjects. — Yours, &o.,
